Agricultural legislation for 1967 authorized 250 million dollars Nationally 
to share the costs with farmers and ranchers of applying conservation 
practices to the land. 


The Agricultural Conservation Program was authorized under the Soil Conser- 
vation and Domestic Allotment Act of 1938 and has been offered in Montana 
every year since that time. The Act, as amended, contains broad authorities 
to help meet the various agricultural conservation problems and to improve 
the prospect of their efficient multipurpose use in providing an adequate 
supply of food, fiber, water and wildlife for the future and for the general 
improvement of man's total environment. 


Local people, within the broad authorities in the program, meet annually 

to establish goals, objectives and priorities to help them direct the 
program toward accomplishment of the broad resource use plans in the county 
and State, consistent with National needs now and in the future. 


In addition to the regular ACP, an emergency program to restore flood 
damage was in effect in Carbon, Golden Valley, Musselshell, Petroleum, 
Rosebud, Stillwater, Sweet Grass and Wheatland Counties. The emergency 
program is identified as ECM in the following pages.

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PRICE SUPPOKT PROGRAMS 


Farmers participating in the voluntary wheat and feed grain programs 
were eligible for loans and purchases on their production of wheat, 
barley and corn. Additional price Support was provided through wheat 
certificates and feed grain price support payments. 


Participants in the wheat programs received domestic marketing certif- 
icates of $1.32 per bushel on 45 percent of the norma! production of 
the farm allotment. Their entire crop was eligible for loan or pur- 
chase at a national average rate of $1.25 per bushel. 


Farmers who participated in the feed grain program received price support 
payments on the farm's normal yield for the planted acres not to exceed 
50 percent of the feed grain base. These payments amounted to 30 cents 
per pushel for corn and 20 cents per bushel for barley. Their production 
was eligbile for loan or purchase at a national average rate of 80 cents 
per bushel for barley and $1.00 per bushel for corn. 


Loans and purchases were available without limitation as to acreage or 
production for oats, rye, flaxseed, dry beans and honey. 


The loan program tends to even out marketings by providing the farmer 
an immediate cash return for the commodity at the support level, thus 
permitting him to hold his crop for later marketing. This tends to 
spread marketing over the season. If the market price rises above the 
loan value, the producer may pay off the loan and sell his commodity. 
If the price fails to rise above loan level, the nonrecourse character 
of the loan agreement enables him to settle his loan by delivering the 
commodity to CCC. 


Loans may be made on grain stored in a warehouse or on the farm. Farm 
stored loans were made at the county basic price support loan rate on a 
maximum of 90 percent of the estimated quanity in storage. The grain 
was not sampled at the time the loan was made and no premium or discounts 
were applied. Producers were permitted to deliver all of their eligible 
commodity to CCC at maturity date. Settlement was computed on the basis 
of the actual quantity and quality of the grain delivered. Loans were 
made on grain stored in warehouses as in previous years on the basis of 
the actual quantity and quality of the grain represented by the warehouse 
receipt.

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FARM STORAGE AND DRYING EQUIPMENT LOANS 


The storage and drying equipment loan program encourages farmers to 
provide facilities needed for farm storage of price supported com- 
modities, It encourages orderly marketing since grain can be placed 
in safe storage at the time of harvest for marketing later when prices 
are more favorable. It also provides a potential source of income 
through storage earned under Commodity Credit Corporation reseal pro- 
grams. Good farm storage buildings protect the grain from spoilage 
through weather and insect damage and prevent loss of quality from 
contamination by birds and rodents. 


Since 1949, Montana farmers have constructed facilities providing 
46 million bushels of storage space and have installed 4 dryers. 


Loans are based on the need for storage and/or drying equipment by 

a producer of one or more of the commodities presently eligible for 
price support - corn, oats, barley, wheat, rye, flaxseed and dry edible 
beans. Loans are limited to the total farm storage capacity to store 
two years' production of these crops. 


Loans can cover up to 85 percent of the out-of-pocket cost of approved 
structures or drying equipment and may include necessary operating 
equipment and simple safety devices. They are repayable in four annual 
installments beginning one year after disbursement. Interest is at 

4 percent. 


The following tables show the total number of loans made, bushels of 
storage provided, the loan amounts since the inception of the program 
and a summarization of the loans made during the 1967 calendar year.

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WOOL PROGRAM 


Incentive payments are made to wool producers to encourage domestic 
production of wool and to increase producer's incomes. The payment 
is based on the difference between the incentive price level, 65 cents 


per pound, and the average price received by producers for wool sold 
during the marketing year. 


For the 1966 marketing year (same as calendar year) the average price 
received for wool by farmers was 52.1 cents per pound. A payment of 
$24.80 per hundred dollars worth of wool sold was made to each pro- 
ducer who applied for an incentive payment. Payment for wool and lambs 
marketed in 1966 was made in April, 1967. 


The computation of the incentive payment on a percentage basis encourages 
the producer to raise high quality wool and to market his wool at the 
best price obtainable. 


Incentive payments are also made on the basis of the live weight of 
unshorn lambs marketed. This payment is computed on the basis of the 
approximate amount of wool produced during the growth of a lamb and 

is designed to discourage unusual shearing of lambs prior to marketing. 


The payment is figured on the basis of the weight increase of the animals 
during the time they are owned by the producer. For 1966, the rate of 
payment was 52 cents per hundredweight of lambs sold.

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SUGARBEET PROGRAM 


The United States sugar program is designed to assure adequate supplies 
of sugar for consumers at reasonable prices and to maintain a healthy 
and competitive domestic sugar industry. The legislation provides 
quotas for domestic and foreign producing areas and, if necessary, 
individual proportionate shares for domestic cane and beet producers. 


Proportionate shares were not in effect for the years 1961-1964. 
Increasing sugarbeet acreage and sugar carryover during this period 
made it necessary to impose acreage restrictions for the 1965 and 
1966 crops; however, these were dropped again in 1967. 


The American Crystal Company closed their Missoula factory in 1967. 
Beets that had been contracted in that area were shipped to Billings 
for processing under an agreement with the Great Western Sugar 
Company. Former growers in Missoula and Lake Counties raised no 
beets in 1967 and some growers in Ravalli County also discontinued 
their beet operations. 


Beet growers desiring to qualify for sugar payments were required; 
(1) to pay workers in full for labor on sugarbeets at rates not 
less than those determined by the Secretary of Agriculture to be 
fair and reasonable, and (2) to observe limitations on the use of 
child labor. 


The program also gives benefits to growers in the form of special 
payments for crop deficiency or abandonment caused by drought, 
floods, storm, freeze, disease, or insects in cases where a natural 
disaster has caused damage to all or a substantial part of the crop 
in the local producing area where the farm is located. This serves 
as a form of crop insurance for beet growers.

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CCC BIN SITE STORAGE OPERATIONS 


CCC-owned grain bins are intended to supplement regular commercial 
storage facilities if such facilities are not adequate to store 
commodities delivered to CCC under the price support program. 


No grain was placed in the bins in 1967; however, a small lot of 
oats was sold, approximately 58,000 bushels of barley were 

removed and sold to stockmen under the Livestock Feed Program in 
Beaverhead, Musselshell and Yellowstone Counties, and approximately 
14,000 bushels of barley were shipped for management purposes. 


For the fifth consecutive year, county committees reviewed their 
storage needs and made recommendations for the sale of excess bins. 
Five hundred sixty five bins with a capacity of 1.8 million bushels 
were sold. Bins were sold at public auction. Many of them were 
left in place on the vacated bin sites; however, most of the bins 
were moved to the purchasers' farms in the immediate area. 


County committees are authorized to formulate policies regarding 
rentals which will make bins available for the storage of agri- 
cultural products when commercial space is not available. If a 
space shortage exists and rentals are authorized, the bins may be 
leased at a rate of 1 cent per bushel per month based on the rated 
capacity of the bin. In 1967, 89 bins with a capacity of 290,000 
bushels were rented to producers and warehousemen for grain storage.

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THE EMERGENCY LIVESTOCK FEED PROGRAM - 1966-67 af 


The Emergency Livestock Feed Program is designed to help producers main- 
tain foundation herds and prevent excessive liquidation of eligible 
livestock. 


The program is not intended to force local grain prices to abnormally 
low levels. Selling CCC grain at discount prices places the Government 
in competition with local cash grain growers and dealers carrying 
normal inventories. Selling feed at a discount to those who are able 
to pay market prices would give them an unfair advantage over those 
outside the emergency area who must pay market prices. 


Public Law 87-127 dealing with eligibility to purchase grain at 
reduced prices provides ''...such feed to be made available only to 
persons who do not have, and are unable to obtain through normal 
channels of trade without undue financial hardship, sufficient feed 
for such livestock." 


DETERMINATION OF NEED 


The applicant must certify and the ASC county committee must determine 
that an applicant meets all four of the following requirements: 


1. Feed supplies are insufficient, 

2. A serious loss of feed was suffered because of the emergency, 

3. Purchases of feed substantially larger than usual are necessary 
because of the emergency, and 

4. It would be an undue financial hardship to obtain sufficient feed 
through normal trade channels. 


Undue financial hardship can be deemed to exist if the applicant, in 
the judgment of the committee, cannot obtain the required feed from 
normal suppliers without: 


. Imperiling continuance of his farming operations, 
. Defaulting on existing financial obligations, 

. Unsound borrowing, or 

. Excessive disposal of livestock.

He must also provide supporting information. This includes the amount 
of feed grain he has under CCC price support loan; his supplies of 
feed grain, processed feed and forage on the farm; how much feed he 
needs for ineligible animals; and the number and types of livestock 
he owns.

LIVESTOCK FEED PROGRAM 
1966-67 


Beaverhead County was approved for the livestock feed program October 10, 
1966, Musselshell County on December 12, 1966, end the northern portion 


of Yellowstone County on January 20, 1967. ‘The termination date for the 
three counties was May 31, 1967. 


Under the program, CCC-owned grain - in either whole or processed form - 
was furnished at 90% and 115% of the county price support rate for 
primary and secondary livestock, respectively. Whole grain and pro- 
cessed feeds were furnished in Beaverhead County; however, only whole 
grain was furnished in Musselshell and Yellowstone Counties. 


Stockmen purchased grain at the following prices per hundredweight:

The market price for barley in Dillon ranged from a high of $2.35 per 
cwt. at the beginning of the program to a low of $2.20 in May of 1967. 
Market prices in Billings and Roundup were reported at about $2.00 to

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CROPLAND ADJUSTMENT PROGRAM 


The cropland adjustment program (CAP) provides, as an adjunct to 

the annual commodity acreage diversion programs, a method for 
farmers to retire cropland acreage from production. A major purpose 
of the CAP is to convert retired land to public uses and reduce the 
cost of annual acreage diversion programs by offering long-term 
agreements with lower rates of payment than those necessary under 
one year programs. 


Under long-term agreements of 5 to 10 years farmers agree to remove 
cropland acreage from production and convert it to a conserving use. 
Participants receive adjustment payments based on a portion of the 
value of the crops which otherwise would be produced on the land. 


Specific incentives are provided to encourage public access to the 
farmland under agreement. Farmers who sign regular agreements may 
enter into a supplemental agreement allowing the public access, 
without charge, to the designated diverted acreage for fishing, 
hunting, hiking and trapping. They receive additional payments 
for this use. 


Another provision of the program is known as "Greenspan". Under 
this provision CAP will help local, State and other government 
agencies to acquire cropland for such purposes as preservation of 
open spaces and natural beauty, wildlife developments, recreation, 
and the prevention of air and water pollution. There are no 
"Greenspan" agreements entered into in Montana. 


Acreage for the CAP was placed under the program for the first 
time in 1966. Additional acreage was placed under agreement 
in 1967.

With the National feed grain Carryovers reaching a 1l0-vear low (see 
chart below) the 1967 voluntary program made no provision for addi- 
tional acreage diversion on farms with an effective base of Over 25 
acres. 


Bases of 25 acres or less could sign to divert the entire base. 
There was a provision in the program permitting bases of 125 acres 
or less to be temporarily reduced to 25 acres providing the entire 
25 acres were diverted to a conserving use. In all other cases the 
minimum diversion required for participation was 20% of the base. 
Unlike previous years, barley was not considered a feed grain base. 


In addition to offering diversion payments to small farms the program 
offered cooperators price Support payments and price support loans.

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1967 COMPLIANCE PROGRAM 


Compliance in ASCS generally refers to that portion of ASCS programs where 
actual participation by individual farmers is determined. It includes the 
determination of acreages under the wheat-feed grain programs, checking 
permitted acreages under the conservation reserve and cropland adjustment 
programs, and spot checking ACP practices to see that they are properly 
installed and maintained during their normal life-span. 


Under the wheat-feed grain program each farmer certifies his acreage to 
the county office. From 15 to 20 percent of these farms are selected for 
spot check to determine accuracy of reporting. If a producer has over- 
seeded his permitted acreage by a small amount, his payment is reduced 
accordingly. If he has overseeded his permitted by a somewhat larger 
amount or failed to meet one of the other program requirements, his farm 
will be ineligible to receive payment. 


County offices also offer a measurement service program. Under this 
program a producer, by paying a nominal fee, can have his acreage measured 
and be guaranteed payment if he meets the other program requirements.
